4. The closest prior arts are the combination of Commodity Trading Manual 
("Manual") and Walker (U.S. Patent 5,794,207). The cited prior arts, either combined 
together or stand alone, fail to teach the limitations of in a formation of agricultural 
contracts for forward contracting of agricultural commodities, storage of data in the 
database system relating to types and amounts of agricultural commodities desired by 
one or more potential agricultural buyers and establishing a defined allocation of an 
amount of a type agricultural commodity according to at least one allocation parameter 
wherein at least one of the at least one allocation parameter is set to reduce risk 
associated with forward contracting of agricultural commodities. Thus, the cited prior 
arts of record fail to teach or suggest a method for electronically initiating and managing 
agricultural production contracts as claimed by the Applicant. 

5. The Examiner has performed an update search and did not identify any 
references that disclose the claimed invention, or could be used to combine with the 
references. For this reason, the claims 1-23 and 25-29 are allowed.
